bnvulsed  Central  American  nation. 

“The  Salvadoran  army  has  succeeded  in  its  ob¬ 
serve  of  bringing  peace  to  the  nation  with  only 
he  help  of  the  people,”  proclaimed  Defense 
Sinister  Jose  Guillermo  Garcia.  He  said  the  left 
iad  been  “smothered”  and  “every  day  the  situa- 
tends  to  improve.” 


Veto  overridden 


Wage  law  repealed 


The  House  needed  50  yeas  and  the  Senate  21 
—  and  that’s  exactly  the  number  they  received 
Tuesday  when  the  Utah  Legislature  voted  to 
override  Gov.  Scott  Matheson’s  veto  of  House 
Bill  1,  the  measure  which  repeals  the  state’s 
prevaling  wage  law. 

In  other  House  action,  legislators  passed  a  bill 
giving  the  state’s  top  judges  a  25  percent  pay  in¬ 
crease.  And  in  the  Senate,  law  makers  voted  to 
prohibit  money  market  funds  and  brokerage 
houses  from  offering  conventional  privileges, 
such  as  checking  accounts  with  investment  ac¬ 
counts 

It  was  the  second  time  in  three  years  that  the 
governor  vetoed  the  prevailing  wage  bill,  but  this 
year  the  Republicans  had  a  large  enough  ma¬ 
jority  to  override  the  veto.  The  bill,  sponsored  by 
Rep.  McClain  Haddow,  R-Salt  Lake,  repeals  the 
law  enacted  in  1933  which  required  the  prevailing 
wage  of  the  locality,  as  determined  by  the  In¬ 
dustrial  Commission,  to  be  paid  on  public  works 
construction  projects. 

It  is  the  same  bill  which  drew  6,000  construc¬ 
tion  workers  to  Capitol  Hill  Friday  for  a  veto 
rally.  They  say  it  will  lower  the  wages  for  about 
30,000  construction  workers  in  the  state. 

In  vetoing  the  bill,  the  governor  said,  “I’m  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  repeal  of  this  law  is  not  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  working  people,”  but  Haddow 
said  the  interest  of  the  construction  worker  would 
be  better  served  by  the  bill. 

He  said  it  would  make  better  use  of  tax  money, 
create  more  public  works  projects  and  provide 
more  jobs. 

“By  creating  an  artificially  inflated  wage,  we 
are  actually  subsidizing  these  people’s  wages 


with  taxpayers’  money,”  Haddow  said. 

Rep.  Alvin  Merrill,  R-Salt  Lake,  supported 
Haddow.  He  said  Utah’s  present  economy  won’t 
support  the  prevailing  wage.  “We’ve  got  to  do 
this  to  keep  the  economy  moving,”  he  said. 

The  Democrats  and  a  few  Republicans  urged 
support  of  the  veto.  They  said  legislation  con¬ 
trary  to  the  people’s  will  will  not  last. 

Rep.  Ervin  Skousen,  R-Salt  Lake,  called  it  the 
“worst  political,  blunder  of  the  Republican 
party,”  and  Rep.  Jeff  Fox,  D-Salt  Lake,  said, 
“The  voice  of  the  people  will  not  go  away.  They 
will  prevail.” 

Rep.  Don  Strong,  R-Utah,  feared  passage  of 
the  bill  would  fuel  labor  unrest  in  Utah. 

“I’ve  said  before,  if  we  pass  this  bill  we  are 
kicking  a  sleeping  bear.  The  6,000  people  who 
came  to  protest  at  the  Capitol  show  that  the  bear 
is  beginning  to  awaken.  It’s  a  mistake,  and  it  will 
come  back  to  haunt  us,”  Strong  said. 

Utah’s  highest  judges  are  now  half-way  to  a 
substantial  salary  increase.  By  a  52  to  19  vote, 
the  House  supported  a  bill  which  would  raise  the 
salary  of  the  chief  justice  of  the  state  Supreme 
Court  from  $38,500  to  $47,500;  associate  justices 
from  $38,000  to  $47,000;  and  district  court  and 
juvenile  court  judges  from  $36,000  to  $44,000. 

In  prohibiting  money  market  funds  and 
brokerage  houses  from  offering  checking  ac¬ 
counts,  the  Senate  decided  with  state  bankers, 
who  complained  that  those  institutions  are  in  un¬ 
fair  competition  with  them  because  investors  are 
able  to  use  bank  drafts  to  pay  their  daily  bills. 

The  Senate  did  allow  investors  to  use  two- 
party  checks  with  money  market  funds. 

They  can  transfer  funds  from  money  market 
funds  to  their  checking  accounts,  but  they  cannot 
pay  regular  bills  out  of  money  market  funds.

Bad  weather  forced  rescue  attempts  to  end 
early  Tuesday  in  efforts  to  locate  a  Cherokee  6 
aircraft,  missing  in  southern  Utah  since  Saturday 
afternoon. 

The  plane  was  carrying  six  passengers,  in¬ 
cluding  a  Provo  man,  according  to  the  Utah  Civil 
Air  Patrol. 

CAP  officials  also  reported  a  second  aircraft, 
missing  enroute  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  Mesa, 
Ariz.,  was  found  late  Monday  night  in  the  Grand 
Canyon.  Neither  of  the  two  people  aboard  sur¬ 
vived.  The  victims  were  identified  as  Herbert 
and  Anna  Redd,  in  their  mid-50s,  of  Salt  Lake 
City. 

CAP  officials  identified  the  passengers  aboard 
the  Cherokee  6  as  Paul  Sampson  of  Provo,  and 
brothers  Karl  Smith,  Ogden,  and  Vem  Smith, 
Warden,  Wash.  The  men’s  wives  were  also 
aboard,  but  their  names  were  not  available. 

Utah  CAP  Lt.  Marshall  Scott  said  there  was  a 
report  of  a  downed  plane  spotted  Tuesday  morn¬ 
ing  in  Emery  County,  but  it  turned  out  to  be  only 
a  large  snow  bank. 

Scott  said  the  missing  Cherokee  6  left  Page, 
Ariz.,  at  3  p.m.  Saturday  and  dropped  off  the 
radar  screen  when  it  was  in  the  mountainous  area 
near  Escalante,  Utah.  He  said  search  efforts  are 


being  concentrated  in  that  area. 

Scott  said  five  aircraft  began  searching  for  the 
missing  plane  Tuesday  morning,  but  were  forced 
to  return  because  of  the  weather.  He  said  one 
plane  did  make  a  brief  search  in  the  Mount  Nebo 
area  south  of  Provo,  but  was  forced  to  turn  back 
because  of  bad  weather. 

“We  have  eight  aircraft  from  Utah,  13  from 
Arizona  and  two  from  Colorado  helping  in  the 
search,  as  well  as  many  other  people,”  said  Scott. 
High  pressure  moving  into  the  area  today  should 
aid  them  in  their  efforts,  he  said. 

Utah  CAP  Maj.  Bud  Chandler  said  Vem 
Smith,  the  pilot,  did  not  file  a  flight  plan,  but 
called  relatives  in  Provo  Saturday  to  have  them 
meet  the  plane  at  the  airport. 

Efforts  to  recover  the  bodies  of  the  Salt  Lake 
City  couple  from  the  Grand  Canyon1  were  stalled 
due  to  a  snowstorm  in  the  area,  according  to  the 
Coconino  County,  Ariz.,  Sheriffs  Department. 

Deputies  said  there  was  no  posssibility  of  sur¬ 
vivors  and  that  it  would  be  “Wednesday  morning 
at  least”  before  a  crew  could  be  flown  by  helicop¬ 
ter  to  near  the  crash  site.  Rescuers  will  then  have 
to  hike  to  the  crash  scene. 

Authorities  said  the  Redds  were  en  route  from 
Salt  Lake  to  Mesa  and  had  refueled  at  Page  Sun¬ 
day  evening.  Shortly  after  taking  off  from  Page, 
Redd  radioed  that  he  had  run  into  bad  weather. 


Body,  cause  of  death  identified 


Command,  execute,  byte  and  ter¬ 
minal  are  commonly  used  words  in 
some  Alpine  District  elementary 
schools  these  days.  Students  are  be¬ 
ing  introduced  to  computers  and 
taught  various  skills  with  them. 

There  are  30  to  40  computers  in 
the  Alpine  elementary  schools, 
Penrod  Glazier,  principal  of 
Cascade  Elementary  in  Orem,  said. 

“We  had  the  first  working  com¬ 
puter  in  the  school  district,”  he 
said.  “We  have  used  it  for  math, 
social  studies,  science  and  a  spelling 
bee.” 

David  Watson,  a  fourth  grade 
teacher  at  Cascade  Elementary, 
said  computers  will  revolutionize 
teaching  at  home  and  in  the  schools. 

“The  prices  are  coming  down  so 
everyone  can  think  about  com¬ 
puters,”  he  said.  “We  have  also 
used  the  computers  for  creative 
writing,  tutoring,  percentages  and 
class  averages.” 

Watson  said  the  computer  will 
never  replace  the  teacher. 
“Someone  has  to  program  the  com¬ 
puter,”  he  said.  “The  design  of  our 
program  is  for  individuals,  but  the 
computer  can  be  used  for  the  whole 
class.” 

Pres.  Holland: 


Even  though  most  children  think 
the  computers  are  “fun,”  some 
children  don’t  want  anything  to  do 
with  them,  Glazier  said. 

“We  can’t  expect  all  to  become 
specialists,  but  we  do  want  to  ex¬ 
pose  children  to  many  areas,”  he 
said.  “We  don’t  want  the  computers 
to  become  just  a  game.  It’s  more 
than  just  a  game.  We  want  to  teach 
students  how  to  use  computers  and 
their  purpose.” 

Eric  Carter,  a  fifth  grader  at 
Cascade,  said  the  computer  is  fun  to 
work  on.  “I’d  like  to  do  things  with 
computers  when  I  grow  up,”  he  said. 
“I  hope  I  haVe  the  money  to  buy 
one.” 

“Boys  play  with  it  more,”  said 
Jennifer  Comstock,  a  fourth  grader. 

Chris  Broberg,  a  fourth  grader, 
was  excited  about  a  game  called 
“Brigham”  which  is  played  on  the 
computer.  He  said,  “You  have  to 
cross  the  plains  before  you  run  out 
of  food  and  medicine.” 

Watson  said  the  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  teachers  at  Cascade  are 
attending  a  weekly-service  class  on 
how  to  use  and  teach  with  the  com¬ 
puters. 


A  body  found  near  Springville  Sunday  has 
been  identified  and  the  cause  of  death  deter¬ 
mined,  according  to  the  Utah  County  Sheriffs 
Department. 

Stacey  A.  Jenkins,  20,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  ap¬ 
parently  died  of  a  single  bullet  wound  in  the 
chest  from  a  .22-caliber  rifle,  according  to  the 
Sheriffs  Department.  His  body  was  discovered 
Sunday  morning  by  two  Geneva  Steel  workers 
between  the  two  Springville  exits  alongside  1-15. 

Sheriff  Mac  Holley  said  a  man  turned  in  a  gun 
to  the  Public  Defenders  Office  in  Salt  Lake  City 
Monday  and  explained  Jenkins  had  shot  himself. 
The  man  said  he  was  traveling  with  Jenkins, 
returning  home  after  a  hunting  trip  in  southern 


Utah,  when  Jenkins  became  despondent.  He  said 
they  pulled  to  the  side  of  1-15  near  Springville 
where  Jenkins  body  was  later  found. 

Holley  declined  to  comment  on  whether  the 
death  would  be  classified  as  a  homicide  or  a 
suicide.  “The  man’s  story  is  still  under  investiga¬ 
tion,”  said  Holley.

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Voting  begins 
for  primaries 


Voting  for  this  year’s  ASBYU  primary 
elections  begins  today  and  ends  Thursday  af¬ 
ternoon  at  4:30  p.m.,  said  Don  Roell,  a  voting 
advisor  on  the  elections  committee. 

Booths  will  be  indoors  this  year,  with  one 
at  the  north  entrance  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee 
Library;  one  in  the  southwest  entrance  of  the 
bookstore;  one  in  the  Cannon  Center, 
Helaman  Halls;  one  in  the  Morris  Center, 
Deseret  Towers;  and  one  in  the  entrance  of 
the  Clyde  Building. 

There  will  be  12  different  series  of  ballots 
this  year,  each  one  with  a  different  can¬ 
didate’s  name  at  the  top. 

“The  order  of  names  on  each  ballot  was 
decided  by  random  selection  in  a  computer,” 
he  said.  “This  is  the  most  efficient  way  we’ve 
found  to  conduct  the  voting.” 

Ballots  have  been  carefully  proofread  for 
major  mistakes  which  could  affect  the  out¬ 
come  of  the  elections,  he  said. 

Last  year’s  problems  with  students  voting 
at  one  booth,  rubbing  the  felt  tip  mark  off 
their  activity  sticker  and  voting  again  at 
another  booth  will  not  occur  this  year,  Roell 
said.  Permanent  black  ink  will  alleviate  the 
problem. 

If  voters  and/or  candidates  feel  they’ve 
been  treated  unfairly  in  relation  to  the 
balloting  procedures  they  can  contact  the 
elections  committee  at  extension  3013,  Roell 
said.

ASBYU  Executive 
Council  members  say 
they  did  not  wish  to 
debate  a  controversial 
proposed  constitutional 
amendment  in  their 
meeting  two  weeks  ago 
because  it  had  not  been 
reviewed  sufficiently. 

The  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  calls  for  the 
elimination  of  com¬ 
plimentary  and 
preferred-buying  ticket 
priviliges  of  ASBYU  of¬ 
ficers  and  workers. 

ASBYU  officers 
refused  to  second  a  mo¬ 
tion  to  discuss  the 
proposal,  authored  by 
Kent  Appleberry,  an 
assistant  in  the  om¬ 
budsman’s  office,  dur¬ 
ing  executive  council 
meeting  two  weeks  ago. 

Without  the  council’s 
approval,  a  petition 
must  be  circulated  with 
about  1,300  valid 
signatures  before  it  can 
go  on  the  election  ballot 
this  month. 

Attorney  General 
Mark  Griffin  was  selec¬ 
ted  to  represent  the 
council’s  official  opi¬ 
nion. 

Griffin  gave  one 
reason  council  members 
refused  to  discuss  the 
proposed  amendment: 
“Kent’s  proposal  didn’t 
even  hit  the  officers’ 
boxes  until  the  morning 
of  the  meeting.” 

He  explained  that 
when  a  piece  of  legisla¬ 
tion  as  important  as  a 
proposed  constitutional 
amendment  is  brought 
before  the  council,  of¬ 
ficers  should  receive  a 
copy  of  the  proposal 
earlier  than  they  did. 

Griffin  said  another 
reason  for  the  council’s 
negative  reaction  to  the 
proposal  was  it  simply 
“rehashed”  what  was

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Attendance  at  BYU’s  Forums  and  Devotionals 
ranges  from  sparse  to  overflowing,  according  to 
figures  obtained  from  the  university,  and  other 
areas  of  the  university  are  affected  in  various 
ways. 

Last  week’s  Forum,  featuring  Elliot 
Richardson,  former  attorney  general  and  defense 
secretary  under  Richard  Nixon,  had  only  1,141 
people  in  attendance.  In  contrast,  23,265  people 
attended  when  LDS  Church  President  Spencer 
W.  Kimball  spoke  on  Sept.  9. 

Gary  Dalton,  manager  of  the  Wilkinson  Center 
barber  shop,  said  the  speaker  of  a  Forum  or 
Devotional  dictates  how  business  will  go. 

“When  President  Kimball  comes  it  shuts  us  off 
completely,”  he  said.  “On  a  Forum  Assembly 
we’re  extremely  busy.” 

As  a  matter  of  university  policy,  no  classes  are 
scheduled  on  Tuesdays  at  10  a.m.  so  students  can 
be  free  to  attend  the  Devotionals  and  Forums. 

Bruce  L.  Olsen,  director  of  University  Rela¬ 
tions,  is  responsible  for  scheduling  Devotionals, 
and  he  said  he  is  “reasonably  satisfied”  with  stu¬ 
dent  Devotional  attendance. 

Figures  show  the  best  attended  Devotionals  for 
the  past  two  years  were  when  President  Kimball 
addressed  the  university.  The  Marriott  Center 
was  filled  beyond  capacity  with  crowds  of  25,543 
and  23,265. 

Dr.  Henry  Eyring,  commissioner  of  education 
for  the  LDS  church,  spoke  to  a  crowd  of  1,881  on 
Dec.  9  of  last  year.  That  was  the  most  poorly  at¬ 
tended  Devotional  during  the  past  two  school 
years. 


The  number  of  students  using  the  library  in¬ 
creases  dramatically  during  Devotional  assem¬ 
blies,  according  to  Sterling  J.  Albrecht,  BYU 
director  of  libraries,  although  he  said  he  did  not 
have  any  figures  to  show  the  specific  amount  of 
increase. 

Attendance  at  Forums  averages  significantly 
less  than  at  Devotionals,  according  to  attendance 
figures.  The  highest  attendance  at  a  recent  forum 
was  7,650,  while  only  973  people  were  on  hand  to 
hear  Karen  Lynn,  an  associate  professor  of 
English  at  BYU,  last  February.

Rivalry  stays  strong

Trying  to  find  out  who  has  won  the  most  games 
in  the  BYU-University  of  Utah  basketball  rivalry 
isn’t  as  easy  as  flipping  through  the  press  guide  to 
the  correct  page  and  looking  to  the  win-lose 
columm  for  the  answer  —  it  depends  on  which 
press  quide  you’re  looking  at. 

Utah’s  press  guide  says  the  Utes  are  ahead,  69- 
67. 

But  according  to  BYU’s  sports  information  of¬ 
fice,  BYU  is  ahead  83-82  in  the  series  that  began 
in  1918. 

“We  researched  it  out  completely,  and  that’s 
correct,”  said  assistant  director  Ralph  Zobell. 
“We’ve  showed  it  to  Utah,  but  they  haven’t 
responded.” 

So  why  all  the  confusion? 

Simple.  The  BYU-Utah  game,  as  Coach  Frank 
Arnold  puts  it,  “is  one  of  the  greatest  rivalries  in 
college  basketball.” 

According  to  Arnold,  the  reason  is  simple  too 
...  45  miles. 

“The  two  schools  are  so  closely  situated,”  said 
Arnold.  “With  two  major  universities  within 
minutes  of  each  other,  there’s  going  to  be  some 
tension.” 

Greg  Kite  said  he  had  heard  about  the  rivalry 
even  before  he  enrolled  at  BYU.  “A  friend  from 
my  ward  in  Texas  told  me  the  BYU-Utah  rivalry 
was  more  like  a  hatred  in  comparison  to  the 
rivalries  at  home,  like  Texas  A&M  and 
Oklahoma,”  he  said. 

Steve  Trumbo  said  it  took  him  only  one  game 
to  get  into  the  rivalry.  “It  doesn’t  matter  if  one 
team  is  first  and  the  other  team  is  last  in  the  con¬ 
ference,”  he  said  “it  will  still  be  just  as  tense.” 

One  of  the  team’s  Utah  natives,  Fred  Roberts, 
said  he  has  many  friends  who  attend  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Utah.  “They  tell  me  they  will  root  for  me, 
but  not  BYU,”  he  said. 

Roberts  said  the  fans  and  media  put  on  the 


most  pressure.  “People  always  ask  me,  ‘How  is 
BYU  going  to  do  against  Utah?’ ” 

That  increased  pressure  adds  tension.  In  the 
two  teams’  first  meeting  this  year,  play  was  tight 
and  both  squads  admitted  it  was  a  poorly-played 
contest. 

“The  rivalry  Can  add  tension  if  we  let  it,”  ad¬ 
mitted  Danny  Ainge,  who  also  said  it  was  just 
another  game  to  him. 

But  what  about  all  those  fans?  The  23,000-plus 
that  will  pack  the  Marriott  Center  and  the  ad¬ 
ditional  thousands  that  will  watch  the  game  on 
television  —  why  are  they  so  boisterous  over 
either  the  Ute  red  or  the  Cougar  blue? 

Arnold  said  the  reason  for  all  the  pregame 
predictions  and  courtside  strategies  offered  up  by 
the  fans  before  such  games  is  “many  of  the  fans 
graduated  from  either  Utah  or  BYU  and  they  still 
feel  the  rivalry  from  when  they  were  here.” 

But,  those  are  reasons  for  the  players  and  the 
fans.  For  Frank  Arnold  it  is  much  more  simple. 

“It  is  hard  to  live  in  the  state  of  Utah  after  los¬ 
ing  a  game  to  the  University  of  Utah,”  said  Ar¬ 
nold.

Mall  stores  considering 
doing  Sunday  business 


Provo  City  is  preparing  to  file  a  motion  for 
summary  judgment  in  a  suit  filed  Nov.  28,  1980, 
against  the  county  board  of  adjustment. 


Some  University 
Mall  stores  are  facing  a 
decision  about  opening 
for  Sunday  business  af¬ 
ter  the  new  addition  is 
completed  because  the 
major  store  in  the  new 
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addition  plans  to  open 
Sundays. 

Mervyn’s  retail  store, 
now  under  construction 
in  the  mall  addition, 
plans  to  be  open  Sun¬ 
days  when  completed 
sometime  this  spring,  or 
summer. 

Some  mall  store 
managers  say  they  do 
not  want  to  open  on 
Sundays,  but  may  have 
to  in  order  to  remain 
competitive. 

Lizette  Weiss,  public 
information  manager 
for  Mervyn’s,  head¬ 
quartered  in  Hayward, 
Calif.,  said  their  store 
in  the  University  Mall 
would  definitely  be 
open  Sunday  as  are 
other  Mervyn’s  stores 
located  in  Utah. 


Impact  unknown 

Rob  Kallas,  manager 
of  University  Mall,  said 
he  did  not  know  what 
impact  Mervyn’s  Sun¬ 
day  opening  would  have 
on  the  other  stores. 

“They  have  the  op¬ 
tion  to  be  open  or  closed 
on  Sundays  and  holi¬ 
days,”  he  said. 

He  said  if  several 
stores  wanted  to  be 
open,  he  would  have  to 
analyze  the  situation 
before  deciding  to  open 
the  mall  doors,  but  ad¬ 
ded  he  could  not  force 
the  stores  to  stay 
closed. 

Joe  Nelson,  manager 
of  JCPenney,  said,  “If 


they  (Mervyn’s)  con¬ 
tinue  to  open  on  Sun¬ 
day,  we  will  not  have 
any  choice  (but  to  open 
on  Sunday).” 

Competitive  market 

Nelson  said  because 
of  the  competitive 
market,  if  one  of  the 
large  stores  opened  on 
Sundays  for  several 
weeks,  he  would  have  to 
open  whether  he  wan¬ 
ted  to  or  not. 

Richard  Stinson, 
manager  of  Baskin- 
Robbins,  said  his  store 
would  continue  to  be 
closed  Sundays  unless 
he  was  required  by  con¬ 
tract  to  open. 

“If  ZCMI  and  Pen- 
neys  open  on  Sundays 
or  holidays,  the  smaller 
stores  will  have  to 
(also),”  he  said. 

Bob  DeWitt, 
manager  of  ZCMI,  said 
corporate  policy  for  his 
store  did  not  include 
any  Sunday  openings. 

“We  are  riot  going  to 
open  on  Sunday,”  he

“What  we  want  to  find 
out  now  is  if  there  is 
enough  public  interest 
to  pursue  a  change,” 
Zumbrennan  said. 

If  there  is,  the  group 
will  circulate  a  petition 
to  put  the  change  on  the 
ballot. 


.  City  Attorney  Glen  Ellis  said  the  motion  will 
be  for  a  summary  judgment,  which  means  the 
city  is  asking  that  the  judge  make  a  decision  on  a 
point  of  law  before  the  trial. 


“We’re  asking  the  court  to  review  transcripts  of 
the  hearings  and  determine  whether  or  not  the 
board  made  a  mistake,”  said  Ellis. 


He  said  after  the  city  files  its  motion,  the 
county  will  have  10  days  to  reply  before  the  mo¬ 
tion  is  sent  to  the  judge.  The  case  will  go  to  a  trial 
if  the  suinmary  judgment  is  denied,  he  said.
